Springs has for four years issued the creden- 
tials to delegates to tbe county convention 
This remains a simple assertion that is uu 
proven. No _ authority from any couuty cor. 
ventton or city primary has been sbowu for 
this. But it lias boon difficult to deny it. A 
person might assert tliat two thousand feet 
under tbls city there was a rich layer ot car- 
bonates. It could not be denied positive!} 
without examination. Hut it should not

believed 
without 
proof.

thete Jias boon no positive proof produced to 
Miow that Iho precinct committee Issued the 
cndifillalsfor the last four >eare. In 1880 
the first primary was held b> ballot. Hut tbls 
jear there was only one primary »nd the 
meeting was regularly organized with a chair- 
man and secretary who without doubt issued 
tho credentials as had always bocn the cas 
toui. The fudges were appointed by that 
meeting. In 1881 there was only one primary 
' for tbe entire city. No judges were appointed 


by Ibe precinct committee In the call. An 
organi/atlon WM effected before the balloting 
began and U Is probable that tho old prece- 
dent prevailed that Hie chairman nnd secre 
i«ry ot the meeting or the judges appointed 
by It issued the credentials, 


lu 186i there Is a decided break in the 


primary rnoliiotlg. If lha cteduutlals came 
train tbe precinct committee It *as irregular 
and without authority. Up to this time there 
had been but one primary for the whole city 
The county coinmltteo called two primaries, 
one for tbe northern part of the city f»nd an- 
other for the southern part. 'Ihe reason 
assigned for this was tbat the couuty com- 
missioners had some two ^.ears before made 
(wo voting places in this city. It did not 
occurr to the conmilih* for reasons obvious 
at the time to make an Immediate change, but 
it was made.lu 188: Tho county committee 
then announced that these two precincts were 
separate as »U1 be ncc.i l>> llif follutvlns 
notice.
